TOWN WARRANT. 


STATE OF NEW HAMPSHIRE. 


[Z. S.]—TZo the inhabitants of the town of Derry qualified to 
vote in town affairs: — 


You are hereby notified to meet at the town house in, said 
town, on the second Tuesday of March next at ten o’clock in the 
forenoon to act upon the following subjects : 


_ ARTICLE 1. ‘To choose all necessary town officers for the year 
ensuing. 

ARTICLE 2. To vote to raise and appropriate such sums of 
money as may be necessary for the support of schools, for the 
maintenance of the poor, for the laying out and repairing of 
highways and building and repairing bridges, and for other 
necessary charges arising in said town. 


ARTICLE 3. ‘To see what sum of money the town will vote to 
raise and appropriate to the use of Upton Post, No. 45, 
Department N. H. G. A. R., to defray the expenses of Memo- 
rial Day, £893. 

ARTICLE 4. To see if the town will vote to raise and appropri- 
ate the sum of $500 for the purpose of defraying the expense 
of making concrete sidewalks from the present western termi- 
nus of the same at Derry Depot, to and across the bridge on 
the Nashua road to the Londonderry line, provided that the 
interested parties shall pay to the Selectmen the sum of $200 
for the same purpose. 
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ARTICLE 5. ‘To see if the town will vote to raise and appropriate 
a sum of money to renew the contract with the Derry Electric 
Light Company for lighting the streets. 

ARTICLE 6. To see what sum of money the town will vote to 
raise and appropriate for building the lock up at Derry Depot. 

ARTICLE 7. To see if the town will vote to instruct the select- 
men to contract with the Derry Water Works Company for 
additional hydrants in said town. 

ARTICLE 8. ‘Tosee if the town will vote to apply the railroad 
money received fromthe state to the support ofits common 
schools. 

ARTICLE 9. ‘To see how the town will vote to divide the literary 
fund, railroad money, and dog money between the town district 
and the independent district in said town. 

ARTICLE 10. ‘To seeif the town will vote to return to the district 
system of managing its highways. 

ARTICLE 11. To hear the reports of agents, auditors, committees 
or officers heretofore chosen and pass any vote relating 
thereto. °

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BOARD OF HEALTH REPORT. 


The board, consisting of C. G. Kimball, E. J. K. Johnson and 
Wm. C. Dustin, met at the house of C. G. Kimball on the even- 
ing of April 5th for the purpose of organizing, with the follow- 
ing result: C.G. Kimball was chosen chairman, and FE. J. K. 
Johnson clerk. Several matters were talked over, and the board 
resolved to enter into the work with a full determination to do 
its duty. Although the board hardly knew what its duty was, it 
agreed that all matters brought before it should be carefully and 
candidly considered by the full board before a decision should be 
rendered. ‘The first thing encountered was scarlet fever. Al- 
though the disease had got a foothold before the present board 
came into power, we were determined if possible to prevent its 
spread ; and that the board might pursue the right course, every 
physician who has practice in our jurisdiction was furnished with 
notification blanks and requested to notify the board of any con- 
tagious disease immediately, which they did to our satisfaction. 
There were sixteen placards posted for scarlet fever, representing 
twenty-eight individuals who had the above mentioned disease. 

In the month of May the citizens in the Depot district became 
somewhat excited as there were several casess of scarlet fever, and 
the board was asked several times to close the schools ; but after 
the matter had been carefully considered by the board, and the 
schools having not much longer to keep, it was decided that the 
schools should not be closed, 

There has been but one case of diphtheria reported to the 
board during the year, and only one of typhoid fever, which, as 
the board believes, is a record that the town has reason to be 
thankful for. The health officers do not wish the public to infer 
that it was through their efforts that there was but one case of

typhoid fever, but this is largely due to the system of water 
works, as it is a-fact:that.impure water is the cause of a great deal 
of sickness. 


At the time the board made its inspection, in the spring, at the 
Depot and the so called Lower Village, it found that people were 
not so particular as they ought to be in regard to having their 
vaults cleaned out, and the rubbish cleaned up, —such as col- 
lects at the back door or at the rear of almost every set of build- 
ings, and in such cases a general cleaning up was ordered. - In 
the matter of cleaning vaults, the board believed that every vault 
should be cleaned out in the spring, and so far as it deemed 
- proper the board enforced that idea. 


In the early part of summer, it was impossible for the property 
owners to find any person to do such work ; and the board would 
recommend that in the future a competent person be engaged by 
the health officers to attend to such work when called upon, the 
same to be paid for by the property owner. 


There has been a report made to the State. Board of Health the 
first of every month for the month preceding. About the first of 
August E. J. K. Johnson, clerk of the board, being about to leave 
town, tendered his resignation to the selectmen, which caused a 
vacancy in the board, which was not afterwards filled, and the 
chairman acted as clerk the rest of the year. 


A record has been kept of all matters laid before the board, 
and also of the decision rendered, and in fact, of every trip made 
by the board, and: which record shows that the chairman has been 
on duty nearly seventy-five times. 

In conclusion we will say that it has not been the custom here- 
tofore for the health officers. to make a detailed report, except of 
the financial part, but we consider it proper and not out of place 
that the citizens of the town should know what has been done.

The following report is submitted with due respect to state and 
county officials, but with greater regard for you, whose interests 
should have been better protected by them. 

However, the dawn of better things is at hand. ‘he indict- 
ments are found ; the evidence is ready ; a more just and exact- 
ing state’s attorney waits the opportunity to execute the laws. 
You are on the verge of victory, which perseverance with little addi- 
tional expense will bring, and which will not only give rumselling 
a stunning blow, but return.a large sum to the treasury of the 
town. ‘The banishment of rum will bring more honor and pros- 
perity than the establishment of new industries. At best, there 
can be but little human glory and greatness, where rum eats 
up the lives and property of men. 

Last March by vote of three to one, you said to the rum 
power, stop. With supreme impudence it has not only defied you 
and the laws of the state, but threatens to destroy whoever lifts 
his voice or hands against it. 

We regret to say it, but it has taken courage from the delay 
and inactivity of the executives of the law, until it assumes to 
control the affairs and destinies of the community. No injunction 
has been issued against it, although you have asked for it more 
than once. What does this refusal say to it except, “You may go 
on with your man-killing business ?” 

It was most unfortunate that a court should rise the same day 
the state’s chief attorney called for the trial of our first case, and 
before our witnesses could reach the court house. Did not the 
rumseller have some cause to flatter himself that the judiciary 
favored him? What right has the court to rise until all cases

which affect the public welfare so deeply and broadly as rumsel- 
ling and rum-killing, have been heard and settled? Is it possible 
hat you, the people, appeal in vain to the courts and authorities 
or help, and that Courts of Justice are established for the bene- 
fit of law breakers and public officials, mstead of the people? 
Then let the appearance of such cease. Let the voice of the 
sovereign people be heard until the attorney at the bar shall fear 
to advocate human wretchedness by defending its cause, and the 
Judge on the bench shall dispense justice speedily and persistent- 
ly. Rum is the father of nine-tenths of all crimes committed. 
The determination and persistency manifested to prosecute the 
results, while there is continued permission of the cause, isa farce 
and libel on justice. 


A man is indicted for rumselling, a chief crime against the cit- 
izens of the community and against the state. ‘The statute says 
what the penalty shall be. The constititution of the state says, 
Every subject, of this state is)/entitled 0%) * "stamens 
right and Justice freely *. * * promptly and without delay, 
conformably to the laws.” Much more a whole town! What 
right, then, has any executive to change the prescribed penalty, 
or cause it in any wise to be delayed? ‘The statute does not 
say, if the criminal will plead guilty, he may go; nor does it say 
if he will cease violating the law, he may make no plea. Much 
less does it say, he may make no plea, if he will continue his 
criminal practices. Yet all of these conditions exist in last year’s 
history. ate 

No wonder rumselling in the town of Derry has not been 
stopped, when officials vested with avthority to prohibit and 
protect, have executed the laws thus. 

A few days before the October term of court, 1891, county 
solicitor, W. H. Paine, assured me that he had taken the oath of 
office and should do his duty and execute the laws. 

He issued his subpoena to fourteen men whom I named for 
witnesses. ‘They appeared before the grand jury. One indictment 
was found, and that against Fred C. Smith: he paid the fine and 
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costs. The solicitor failed to make the‘pay roll for the witnesses. 
Several persons at different times interviewed him about it. He 
promised to attend to the matter and correct the error. I wrote 
him. He replied :—‘‘ Newmarket, N. H., June 13, 1892. Ed- 
mund R. Angell,—Dear sir: My note book for that term shows 
that al] pay rolls were made. I have no doubt that is a mistake, 
and if you will please tell me case, or cases, I will see that it is 
made at once. Very truly.’ signed W. H. Paine. I gave him 
the information at once. We are still waiting. 

Previous to the April term of court, 1892, I asked the attorney 
general to aid us. He did. He was present before the grand 
jury and saw to it that our cases had ajust consideration. Four- 
teen indictments were found, notwithstanding every resident wit- 
ness who habitually bought and drank spirit at the several places 
Uniformly testified that he never bought, never drank, never saw 
any one drink, remembered nothing. A few days later I saw the 
attorney general. He said he had been wishing to see me. Said 
he, “‘ You wish to stop rum selling.” I replied, “ Surely I do.” 
“JT will do the best I can for you,” said he. , ‘“ We will try to have 
them pay one fine and costs, plead guilty to the other indictments 
and let them hang over them.” Some days later he sent a tele- 
gram saying, “‘ Come at once with witnesses in Granger case.” 
The dispatch was received at 12.30 p.m. ‘That very afternoon 
the court rose. 

Encouraged by the co-operation of the attorney general, I 
spared no pains to secure evidence of continued rum selling. ‘To 
do this it seemed necessary to employ detectives, because local 
drinkers so generally refuse to testify to the truth. 

Some days before the October term of court, 1892, I wrote the 
attorney general, telling him that I had secured evidence of con- 
tinued sales and hoped he would aid us before the grand jury. 
To this he made no reply. He did not conduct the cases before 
the jury, —was not present. Our evidence was abused. Not | 
only was detective evidence, by which some of the indictments 
were obtained last April, rejected, but the testimony of two wholly 
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disinterested witnesses, who testified where they had bought and 
drank spirit, was thrown out. A few indictments were found on 
the testimony of the officers. Some days later, I started for 
Portsmouth to see if some results could be reached. When I en- 
tered the car at Newmarket Junction I saw the attorney general ; 
sat in the seat before him ; he was reading ; I turned and greeted 
him ; he lay aside his paper and greeted me; I introduced the 
nature of my business ; he resumed reading and answered not a 
word. J approached him in the court house and urged again 
whether our cases could be brought to some result. All the 
reply I could get was a short, ‘I guess so.” Then I pressed the 
matter with Mr. Paine. Yes, he was going to bring them nght on 
and have them settled. We are still waiting. 


In regard to the nuisance act petitions, the judge who held 
court last April, and the judge who sat last October, said they 
would not issue their injunction. 


Beginning with Dec. 24, 1891, there have been twenty-two 
searches and seventeen hearings, including the cases continued. 

The clerk of the Supreme Court gives us this record :— 
At the April term of court, Knowlton paid one beer fine, $ro, 
and costs, $35.25, $45.25. To three other indictments, a com- 
mon seller, keeping spirit, keeping cider, he pleaded guilty. The 
costs above named include costs on all the indictments. ‘The re- 
maining indictments are entered, “not to go forward, z7zsz.”’ 


Granger, three indictments :— common seller, keeping spirit, 
keeping cider. No plea. Pillsbury for defense. Cases contin- 
ued from term to term, and now on docket. 

Fred C. Smith, three indictments :— common seller, keeping 
spirit, selling lager. No plea. Cases continued and now on 
the docket. | 

Albert J. Willey, two indictments. (The county treasurer’s re- 
port, for April term, 1892, shows that A. J. Willey paid $4.25. I 
suppose that settles his cases !) 

Willey Bros., two indictments, each for keeping spirit. Plea 
nolo contendere. Cases continued, and now on docket. 
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At October term 1892, Willey Bros. were indicted for keeping 
beer and lager. Plea, xo/o contendere. Cases continued and 
now on the docket. 

John Granger, two indictments, each for keeping spirit. No 
plea. Cases continued and now on docket. 

Albert EF. Ross was indicted for keeping beer. He paid fine 
£ro, and costs $24.19, $34.19. _ 

In addition to this, several nuisance act petitions have been 
filed, and there are four now on file against the several places at 
the Depot. ) 

The sum of $57.44 on the pay roll of the April term of court, 
1292, is due the town. Something (I do not know the amount), 
on the pay roll of the October term, 1892, is also due the town, 
and half of the fines, thus far paid at the court, namely, $10. 
Willey Bros. have pleaded guilty to three indictments, and when 
the authorities demand the fines, the town will be entitled to $55 
from them. 

Fines and costs obtained at hearings and paid into the town 
treasury, amount to $157.61. This includes $22.61, which ap- 
peared in the town treasurer’s report last year. 

If justice is done and fines secured, on the other indictments, 
setting aside those of A. J. Willey, the town will be entitled to 
$290 more, making in all about $600. 

At this writing, several of the offenders are again bound over 
to appear at the supreme court in April, and evidence is held 
- against others. 

You see the costs ; yor see the results ; you see the causes. 

The voice of the sovereign people has been already heard. 
Previous to the November election slips were sent out bearing the 
following: “‘ Public attorneys are elected to protect communi- 
ties from such lawless rioting as many of our towns in this county 
seem to be afflicted with ; that policy or politics should have any- 
thing to do with the matter is entirely wrong. Mark across, (x), 
for County Solicitor Louis G. Hoyt, of Kingston.” 
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Feb. 2, 1893. | wrote Mr. Hoyt and asked this question: “ Can 
you give us the assurance of a hearty and persistent co-operation 
to suppress the nefarious business? ”’ . 

He replied: ‘Ishall endeavor to have any case which may 
come before the grand jury presented in a fair way, and shall not 
hesitate to press such indictments as may be found. * * * I 
intend to do the best I can to have this class of cases given proper 
consideration. * * * JI hope their cases [speaking of Ep- 
ping and Plaistow] will be strong enough when they come before 
the grand jury not only to secure indictments, but to enable the 
state to press the indictments to practical results; if they are it 
will be no fault of mine if these results are not accomplished.”

In compliance with the rexuirements of the law, that the school 
board shall make an annual report to the townand the town dis- 
trict, we respectfully submit the following : 

The length of the school year has been 34 weeks, two weeks 
less in No. 9, one week less in No. 2, two weeks less in No. 7, 
three weeks less in Adams district. 

The same teachers have. been retained in each school for the 
year, so far as possible, and all have labored faithfully for the ad- 
vancement of the pupils under their charge; in some of the 
schools the teachers complain of irregularity in attendance of a 
large number of scholars. ‘This is a serious drawback from the 
showing and advancement of our schools, and one for which the 
parents are almost wholly responsible,

DISTRICT NO. 2. 


The last school year consisted of three terms, each eleven 
weeks long. During two terms of the year, summer and fall, the 
school was graded and under the efficient instruction of Lucinda 
T. Carlton and Mary Coolidge, two experienced teachers. 


That graded schools are superior, isa fact too well established 
by the long experience of cities and other places able to maintain 
them, to need comment. They make it possible for teachers, 
not merely to “keep school,” but to instruct, to the great advan- 
tage of the pupils. 


Instruction in vocal music was given by Alice C. Learnard 
during the last two terms. Miss Learnard is an artist in her 
department. 


It is earnestly hoped that the district may continue its enlarged 
facilities for instruction and add thereto without stint. A dollar 
invested here returns its hundreds in the future, with wealth of 
mind and heart not measured by gold. A good education thor- 
oughly laid in our common schools is the best legacy for our 
children, the greatest safeguard against pauperism and crime, and 
the greatest bulwark of our country.
